DISTRICT No. 1. 


Mr. Josrus Peaster, Prudential Committee.

This school was taught by Miss Laura A. H. Kniaur, an experienced 
teacher, with marked success. The time was cleven weeks and four days, 


in two terms. The school exhibited the propriety of continuing to employ 
a teacher who has done well. 


DISIRICT No, 3. 


Cot. Greentear Cranks, Prudential Committee. 

This school was taught by Miss Sanau KE. Irving; in two terms: one 
of nine weeks and one of nine and a half weeks. Miss Irving has a hap- 
_ py faculty of interesring her scholars, and relieving the tedium of long 
hours to young minds by appropriate singing. Her influence was kind, 
firm and salutary. She speaks with gratitude of the hearty cooperation of 
parents and friends. As the result she says she has had no occasion to re- 
prove for profanity, vulgarity or disobedience, 


DISTRICT No. 4. 


Mr. Samvet G. Cuannier, Prudential Committee. 


This school was taught by Miss Mary E. Noyes; who entered upon her 
duties with a determination to do the best she could: considering it was 
her first effort, she succeeded well. She. taught sixteen weeks and three 


days in two terms.

Mr. Joun Lirrin, Prudential Committee. 


This school was taught by Miss Auice M. Lrrrie; who had been pre-

DISTRICT No. 6. 
Mr. Srepuren H. Suannon, Prudential Committee. 

This school was taught by Miss Minerva A. Wooppory, who had, pre- 
viously, some experience in teaching, and introduced singing with good ef- 
“fect. Singing judicially cultivated, adds to the interest and helps the gov- 

ernment of a school of small scholars. ‘The result was as good as could be 


expected. from ‘the facilities afforded, Her term of seryico was, fourteen

GENERAL REMARKS. 


The schools in town have not been large, and the pupilsigenerally young, 
about one hundred pupils divided among six teachers. They have very prop- 
erly becn kept during the pleasant season of the year, by females, although 
the pupils are’ young, they néed well qualified teachers. Itis a mistake 
, to chink almost any one may be competant to teach a beginner, hesinngrs 

should have correct instruction or none. If often takes more time and la- 
bor to correct what has been wrongly acquired, when the time of the pu- 

pil is more valuable than’it would to impart the knowledge fresh. And 
hence the great importance that all our teachers, even cf our smallest 
schools, should be well qualified, and there cam be no»reason wlhty every 
~ school should not baye an equally well qualified teacher, as the town’ very 
~ gencrally appropriates the same amount of money to cach district. °“Teach- 
ers of all schools should understand the elementary sounds of language, ard 
‘be able to give the proper emphasis and, inflections, so that the pupils*may 
be able to express the sense of the author. | : ne ano 
~* ‘Tf the rudiments of knowledge are not thoroughly mastered,| the * super- 
structure will be imperfect, and all attainments will be acquired with more 
or less dificulty. No one thinks of calling’a novice to set the broken 
limbs of his child, or administer, medicine because it is .yenng, no more 
should he desire the incempetant or unqualified hands of a teacher tosbape 
the mind:and heart of his child for life and immortality, for it is_in_ early 
, life|the most permanent impressions are made by looks, tones and, deport- 
ament of; teachers, and: every word has power for time and eternity, ....

A teacher may have the 
intellectual qualifications required by law, and yet be unfit to be a guide 
of youth There nay be a moral deficiency, Which will show itself in taste 
in — e, and deportment, which will degrade, rather thin elevate the 
young. » There is eed of great care on the part of the Pradential Commit. 
tee in the selection ef a tcucher. T.me should be taker. to enquire and 
know the qu.lificaticus of any one propored, atthough the Superintending 
Schoc] Committee have power to reject, yet it may not be expedient, even 
where he is not fully satisfied. 

A str.nger is presente | the day. or a little before the school is notified 
to commence. The Prudential Committee feels he hus hed trouble enough 
without compensation, and wishes the matter off his hands. He has yet 
perhaps the very individual, whom some one in the district noninated him 
to select. It muy be the smaller of the two evils to let the school go on. 
The better and more econoinical: way would bo always to select the most 
ecmpctant man in the district, aud pay him fur his services and hold him 
responsible for his duty 

We sometimes havd had good teachers from abroad, but we nover have 

had better schools than have boon .au zit by those of our own town, or from 
the Academy, whose qualification: we have had opportunity to know, 
. Astranger may bear a gool eximinition an] yet not be a successful 
teacher, for the want of an ability to govern. to initract, to illucidate, or 
he may be destitute of that nice sense of the proprieties of life, which is so 
valuable in the formatiou of the youthful character. A teacher cannot 
impart to pupils what he has not himself, the stream cannot rise higher 
than the fountain, a little care in the s:lecting of theright teacher may be 
more than ¢qaal to the doabling of amount of money raise’, It is not 
simply to meet the demands of aw aad spend the money, bit to secure im- 
provement in character and furnish ability for usefulness, thit our schools 
are instituted. Prom) tness ineduty is one thing that ought to be taught 
and practised in our schools. To secure this the teacher needs the eo -Ope- 
ration of parents and friends, money is often times waited, and the best 
teacher embarrassed for the want of punctuality in attendance The marks 
for tardiness have ranged from 4 to 74, the former in District No, 38, the 
latter in District No. 2, parents should see that thoir children are prompt 
and regular at school, it will not on. hep the school, but the habit will 
be vaiuable through life to the scholar. 

The school houses in No. 1 and 4, need better ventilation, which might 
be relieved in part, by an opening into the attic. it would be an improve. 
ment if the grounds around these schoo! houses were adorned witn trees, 
The school house ih No, 6 is well ventilated put needs repairing or remoy- 
ing. All of which is respectfully sudm tted,
